Claims 35-36, 44 and 45, drawn to a method of manufacturing a 
capacitor, classified in class 438, subclass 239. 

V. Claims 37 and 38, drawn to a method of manufacturing an 
electrode without radiation, classified in class 29, subclass 623.1. 

In response to the written restriction requirement of 05/21/2004, 
Applicant hereby elects Group I, Claims 1-21, 31-34 and 39-43 drawn to a 
method of manufacturing an electrode with radiation, classified in class 427, 
subclass 372.2, in an effort to advance prosecution in the present application.
